The best way to adjust the antenna to 
the radio was by setting the radio to about 1400ke 
AM on the radio dial and tuning for a good batch 
of “static.” Then | adjusted the “antenna trimmer” 
until the radio gave the maximum static sound out 
of the speaker (QRM, QRN). At this point the an- 
tenna is resonant to that particular trequency.
